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Crude Oil Line Breaks 
Flood Morinville Sites 


It took Jim McKay of Sup- 
ervisory Consultants, Ed- 
monton several hours Sat- 
urday night to locate a break 
in Federated Pipelines’ 
crude oil network North of 
St. Albert, 

Mr. McKay patrolled the 
crude oil pipeline aboarc 
an aircraft all alongthe net- 
work from Morinville north- 
west to Swan Hills as well 
as north-east to Westlock. 
The light aircraft swept 
through the night for about 
five hours when Mr, McKay 
finally discovered the tell- 
tale pool of crude oil lying 
about one-half mile East 
of the Town of Morinville 
on the Mrs. Georgette 
Champagne land, The time 
was 1 a,m, Sunday, Dec. 3, 
Soon after the discovery, 
a second break was located 
further north toward High 


Ridge. 

Immediately the alarm 
was sounded and men and 
equipment were brought in 
to deal with the emergency, 
About 50 men, equipped with 
backhoes, bulldozers and 
trucks attacked the problem 
in an effort to halt the 
Spreading pools of crude 
and get at the task of re- 
pairing the line breaks, 

Dozers were brought in 
to contain the spreading 
pools of raw crude while 
teams of workmen isolated 
the breaks and proceeded to 
dig down to effect repairs, 
This called for an around- 
the-clock operation and by 
6 p.m. Monday, both line 
breaks had been repaired 
and tanker trucks were haul- 
ing out the final loads of 
reclaimed oil from the spill 
sumps,

Richard Verner, Home Oil 
pipeline department mana- 
ger of Calgary was on the 
scene Sunday to supervise 
clean-up operations, Mr, 
Verner explained that this 
was the first break his firm 
had encountered in this re- 
gion in 14 years, He further 
said that the damage to the 
ecology would be minimal 
in view of the fact that the 
spill was quickly discovered 
and contained in arelatively 
small area, 

Both breaks, one near 
Morinville and the other lo- 
cated about 16 miles North, 
at the pipeline junction to 
Westlock, covered an area 
of about two acres each, 
The method employed to 
avoid the crude from 
spreading over a wider area 
was by means of building a 
series of dykes while sumps 
were excavated at intervals 
within the spill, where the 
raw crude could be collec- 
ted. 

From the sumps, giant 
tanker trucks pumped the 
raw crude and hauled it 
away to be cleaned and pro- 
cessed. Once the last load 
was hauled away, dozers 
went to work back-filling 
the line. The next step will 
be to burn away as much 
excess crude as possible 
in order to clear the two 
Spill sites,

Hearts and their playing 
card soldiers, Certain chare 
acters appear inthis version 
only as puppets therefore 
this presents additional pro- 
blems of characterization 
and maneuverability, They- 
are the Lizard, Hedgehog 
and Flighty Pidgeon, 

His interest in puppets 
goes back to boyhood days 
and the fun he had with mar- 
ionette shows, While in Wine 
nipeg he did a puppet show 
for the city library which 
toured the city quite ex- 
tensively, In his final year

Plan To Start Sturgeon 
River Basin Ceanup 


An extensive winter works 
project, coming under the 
Priorities Employment 
Program (PEP) andentirely 
financed by the Provincial 
Government was unveiled 
last Friday at a preliminary 
meeting held in the Sturgeon 
Municipal District council 
chambers, 

The project, to cost 
$75,000 as described by Tom 
Slater of the Provincial Re- 
Sources Branch, shows 
where the Sturgeon River 
will undergo a dual-pronged 
attack which should result 
in clearing its banks of 
brush, trees and shrubs in 
an effort to reduce or elim- 
inate annual spring floods. 
The two areas along the 
Sturgeon River which will 
see clearing operations this 
winter are the western sec- 
tion in the Alcomdale area 
and east of St. Albert near 
the lowlands adjacent to the 
golf course, 

As described by Mr, Sla- 
ter, the two projects will 
be carried out simultan- 
eously, The Western project 
will employ 20 men while 
the Eastern undertaking will 
offer jobs to 40 men, Salar- 
ies are offered at the rate 
of $2.75 per hour for an 
average 7-hour day, Appli- 
cations are presently being 
accepted by members of both 
MD Councils (Lac Ste, Anne 
and Sturgeon) and Town of 
St. Albert, Date for come 
mencement has been set for 
December 11 and the project 
is expected to be an on- 
going one for certainly more 
than one year, 

Structure of the political 


division overseeing the two 
projects includes the MLAs 
of St, Albert and Stony Plain, 
the two reeves of the County

The Alberta Bill of Rights 
is the only provincial legis- 
lation of it’s kind in Canada, 
The bill deals with the pro- 
tection of the individual from 
the power of the state and 
deals with six basic human 
rights and fundamental free- 
doms, Human Rights Legis- 
lation was further supported 
by the Individual’s Rights 
Protection Act which will 
strengthen the protection of 
the individual from discrim- 
ination by other citizens, 

The Senior Citizens Shel- 
ter Assistance Act provides 
an exemption for senior citi- 
zens from the 30 mill edu- 
cation levy, or for those sen- 
ior citizens renting accom- 
modation, a $50 grant.

Legislation in areas with 
equally high priority resul- 
ted in: 

The Alberta Opportunity 
Fund Act will give a new 
direction to the economic 
growth of the pruvince by 
establishing a $50 million 
opportunity fund with prio- 
rity given to small busin- 
esses and centers of small 
population, 

The Mineral Taxation Act 
and The Mineral Taxation 
Amendment Act implement 
the government’s Natural 
Resource Revenue Plan, 
thus bringing added revenue 
to the Province and ensuring 
Albertans of a fairer share 
of our natural resources. 

The Workmen’s Compen- 
sation Act provides for in- 
creased benefits to people 
receiving pensions from the 
Board, The Credit and Loan 
Agreements Act provides 
for consumer rights protec= 
tion in the area of credit 
and credit cards, The Bev- 


erage Container Act reduces 
litter problems by making 
items such as liquor, wine 
and imported beer bottles 
returnable and provides for 
improved depot systems, 

A position paper tabled in 
the Alberta Legislature 
November 14th confirmed 
the government’s views on 
multiculturalism and it’s 
importance in our Province. 

On November 16th, 1972, 
Premier Lougheed announ- 
ced in the Legislature the 
Alberta Government’s sta- 
tement of New Natural Gas 
Policies, giving Albertans 
a two-price system for nat- 
ural gas, 

Mr. Lougheed expressed 
his thanks to the members of 
the legislative assembly for 
their dedication through the 
spring and fall sessions, and 
especially to his govern- 
ment team of 48, The 2nd 
Session of the 17th Legis- 
lature will commence Feb- 
ruary 15th, 1973,

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College Seminar Studies 
Adult illiteracy Problem 


There was something for 
everybody last month at the 
Grant MacEwan Community 
College three day seminar 
on Adult Basic Education, 
The seminar, held in Ed- 
monton’s Jubilee Auditor- 
ium attracted more than 85 
educators, social workers 
and government representa- 
tives from throughout Al- 
berta and the Northwest 
Territories. 

They came to find out 
what could be done about 
the problem of adult illit- 
eracy and when they left 
they not only had the assur- 
ance that more and more 
people are becoming con- 
cerned with the problem, 
but they had also had the 
opportunity to speak to pub- 
lishers and find out what 
they could do to battle the 
problem now, before and 
substantial part of govern- 
ment money has been thrown 
into the fight. 

The seminar followed 
news reports that between 
them, Alberta’s two largest 
cities, Edmonton and Cale 
gary, share 20,000 adultill- 


iterates who place a strain 
on both unemployment in- 
surance funds and welfare 
roles. Dr, Eric Robinson, 
director of Continuing Edu- 
cation for the college ar- 
gued that the cost to the 
taxpayer for unemployment 
insurance and welfare could 
be reduced if money were 
put toward adult basic edu- 
cation now, 

Robert Schimmel, presi- 
dent of the Edmonton Labour 
Council brought a note of 
controversy to the panel dis- 
cussion held Friday, when he 
accused management of 
being, ‘‘ Afraid to give unions 
any information on what is 
going on - what is needed in 
the field of retraining. It 
we knew what management 
wanted we could begin re- 
training workers,”’ he said. 
He argued for a greater 
voice for labour in educat- 
ing workers in cooperation 
with management but said 
it was of little use to re- 
train one man to take ano- 
ther’s job.

we need is not suspicion 
but honesty and openness, 
I, as director need a team 
effort to make Preventive 
Social Services work for us 
in St, Albert.

Farmers Urged To Study New 


Income Tax Legislation 


Comments by Wally Klatt, 
District Agriculturist, 

Farmers are advised to 
get copies of the publications 
that are available onthe new 
tax rules and to study care- 
fully those that pertain to 
him, 

The new income tax act, 
which came into effect in 
January, introduces consid- 
erable changes in both ter- 
minilogy and the method by 
which taxable income is 
computed, 

Although many farmers 
will not have direct contact 
with the new tax provisions 
until they file their income 
tax returns for 1972, the de- 
cisions that they will be 
making during the present 
year could have a consider- 
able influence on their tax 
positions for this and sub- 
sequent years, In fact some 
decisions concerning 
changes in the organization 
of farm operations could 
have very serious and irre- 
versible tax implications. 

The following bulletins 
explain specific parts of the 
new tax act: Capital Gains, 
Partnerships and Corporate 
Tax Guide, Valuation Day, 
Basic Herds,

A NOTE ON VALUATION 

Valuation Day was esta- 
blished in recognition of the 
fact that a capital asset held 
at the start of the new sys- 
tem might have a fair mar- 
ket value significantly diff- 
erent from its original cost, 
A current value is esta- 
blished for such assets 
which may be used as asub- 
stitute cost in measuring a 
capital gain or loss whenthe 
assets are sold, No tax will 
be assessed or losses allow- 
ed for any capital gain or 
loss which arose before the 
new system began, Two Val- 
uation Days were esta- 
blished: 

*December 22, 1971 for 
publicly-traded shares and 
securities, and 

*December 31, 1971, for 
all other types of capital 
property, 

The taxpayer is not re- 
quired to establishor report 
a Valuation Day value for 
any property until the pro- 
perty is disposed of, How- 
ever, it may be several 
years before the property is 
sold or deemed to have been 
disposed of on the death of 
the taxpayer.

ESTABLISHING VALUES 
ON YOUR FARM PROPER- 
TIES - There are four pro- 
perties which should be 
valued on the farm: 

1) your farm (land, build- 
ings and other improve- 
ments as a unit) 

2) your basic herd 

3) your farmhouse 

4) and farm machinery 
where you may expect to re- 
ceive proceeds of disposi- 
tion greater than the pur- 
chase price. 

The farm as a unit can 
be valued in several ways, 
and can be done either by 
the farmer himself or by a 
professional appraiser, 
Perhaps the easiest way is 
to note the sale price of farm 
property in the same area 
and similar to your own, 
A comparison of his muni- 
cipal assessment and yours 
should give you a fair in- 
dication of how the price 
he received would compare 
to the price you could re- 
ceive on disposition, 

Municipal Assessment of 
farm sold = amount receiv- 
ed for farm per acre sold 
Municipal Assessment of 
your farm - fair value for 
your farm per acre, 

If you. receive any legi- 
timate offers to purchase 
your farm, you should have 
it in writing and filed in a 
safe place, Keep records of 
all farm sales that occurred

The location of your farm 
can have some bearing on 
the value of your farm, For 
example, a location near the 
city limits of an expanding 
city might result in ahigher 
valuation, The location must 
have some bearingon prices 
and you must be able to supp- 
ort in writing a value higher 
than productivity, Prices 
received for small parcels 
of land will be discounted 
somewhat when applied to 
the sale of a larger area, 
For example, the price re- 
ceived on the sale of a 40 
acre parcel cannot be mult- 
iplied by 16 to establish a 
price for a whole section, 
You will get less for the 
whole than the sum of the 
parts, Sales of property in 
the area will be helpful in 
substantiating prices in- 
fluenced by location, 

Any other special circum- 
stances which might in- 
fluence the value of your 
farm must be considered, 
For example, a railroad 
right-of-way or a slough 
would mean a lower valueon 
your property than on your 
next door neighbor's who has 
neither of these, 

You have to document your 
evaluations to the satisfac- 
tion of the Income Tax De- 
partment, Hence, it’s up to 
you if you want to do it 
yourself or hire a profess- 
ional appraiser, Check the 
credentials of the appraiser 
to ensure he is in fact a 
‘qualified appraiser’’ as 
laid down by the Profess- 
ional Appraisers’ Associa- 
tion, 

As the Act stands now, 
professional appraiser fees 
for establishing a Valuation 
Day value are not deductible, 
However, appraiser fees in- 
curred at the disposition of 
the farm are added to the ad- 
justed cost base, 

Your basic herd should be 
valued as of December 31, 
1971, and a record kept. 
Livestock market sales for 
days close to Valuation Day 
will give you adequate proof 
Any exotic or rare breeds 
should be valued separately 
from the commercial herd, 

While you will not be tax- 
ed on any capital gains rea- 
lized on the sale of your 
principal residence, it is 
important that you have a 
value for it, An option is 
available to farmers when 
disposing of a farm includ- 
ing a_ principal residence 
(which necessitates a Val- 
uation Day value), 

Farm machinery ordin- 
arily does not appreciate 
over its original cost, How- 
ever, if you own a machine 
(at December 31, 1971) on 
which you have been claim- 
ing capital cost allowance 
by the straight line method 
and expect to dispose ofthat 
machine and realize a capi- 
tal gain, you should have the

What do you consider when 
you are buying household 
equipment? A range should 
have a life span of l6years, 
so essentially you are look 
so essentially you are look- 
ing for something that either 
you will enjoy or have to 
put up with for 16 years. 

Every major appliance 
decision should involve fam= 
ily discussion, Mom and Dad 
should work out details as to 
how the cost will fit into 
family spending. Children 
should be included in the 
discussion for they can gain 
valuable money manage- 
ment experience regarding 
the advantages and disad- 
vantages of a proposed pur- 
chase, 

AN EDUCATED CHOICE=- 
Check at least two or more 
places where appliances are 
sold. Acquire information 
on price, performance, mat- 
erials used, workmanship, 
size, shape, regular and 
special features,

Every brand has several

Seed Plant Scores 
Banner Season 


The Morinville Municipal 
Seed Cleaning Co-operative 
Ltd. held its annual meet- 
ing last Friday at which, 
reports were received from 
the board of directors, the 
financial statement was stu- 
died and the election of a 
slate of officers for the 
coming term was held, In 
addition to the board of dir- 
ectors, present were a few 
invited guests plus about 20 
shareholders, 

In his report, chairman 
of the board Allan McDon- 
ell proudly announced that 
fie Morinville Municipal 
Seed Cleaning Co-opera- 
tive had again attained a 
hear-record by processing 
443,000 bushels of grain 
during the past season, Mr, 
McDonell also revealed that 
repairs made on the plant 
during the current year, as 
a result of damages caused 
by last year’s hail storm, 
cot $2,200. Mr. McDonell 
explained that the board of 
directors had decided to add 
$700 to the $1,500 insured 
value of the plant damage 
and give the complex a new 
look. The $700 went toward 
cleaning, nailing and paint- 
ing the exterior of the seed 
plant, 

Other improvements 
made during the year ine 


cluded $1,300 for a 3,000 
gallon sewage holding tank 
along with complete bath- 
room facilities. Another 
major improvement was the 
installation of a new pre- 
cision grader costing a total 
of $6,000, This modern unit, 
Mr. McDonell explained, en- 
ables the plant to process 
up to 20 per cent more grain 
and solves the problem of 
hiring and paying for a big- 
ger staff, He did acknow- 
ledge that the board of direc- 
tors had to increase the 
price per bushel this year 
by one cent. Mr, McDonell 
explained that the increase 
was decided upon to meet 
increases in salaries, He 
also pointed out that this 
was the first increase in 23 
years of operation, 

From the seven-member 
board of directors, Allan 
McDonell was re-elected 
chairman for another term 
of office. Vice-president is 
Fred Kaup who replaces 
Archie Cameron and J. M.
